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Will the Income Tax Reduction 
- Stick or Will Taxes Be Raised Again? 


After two previously unsuccessful attempts, the Repub- 
lican-controlled Congress finally mustered up enough votes 
fo pass over the President's veto an income tax cutting bill 
whiéh will bring relief to 52,000,000 American taxpayers 
beginning May 1. The voting was overwhelming enough in 
favor of the reduction that there can be no doubt as to 
how the legislative branch of the government. at least, 
feel about high taxes in peacetime. 

But the final ballots had hardly been counted when 
predictions began to fill the air that come next year taxes 
will be raised again to meet the increasing cost of govern- 
ment. It has been pointed out that due to the election in 
November, congressmen tei’ that this would be an ideal time 
to cyt taxes, something admittedly always popular with the 
voters. In his veto message President Truman said the bill 
would “undermine the soundness of our government fi- 
nances at a time when world peace depends on the 
strength of the United States.” ; 

All this may sound logical enough, yet ‘one glaring fact 
has been constantly overlooked. What about the excessive 

t- of operating the federal government in Washington? 

Vat has the Truman administration done about that since 
"the war's end? It’s no military secret that efficiency and 
economy have hardly been the keynote of governmental 
operation in the past 16 yeers. And in the minds of* many 
economists and businessmen a considerable savings run- 
ning into billions could be effected by competent administra- 
tion from the White House. It will be recalled that Thomas 
E. Dewey inherited the “Little New Deal” when he became 
governor of New York when government spending was the 
highest in the state's history. In a matter of a very short 
tirhe. Gov. Dewey eliminated needless bureaus and depart- 
ments, thus cutting expenses of the state government con- 
siderably. aos
